Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1970. 

The  Report  is  prepared  in  compliance  with  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959  and  Circular  1/71  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer,  Mr.  F.  Broxton, 
and  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  J.H.  Turner,  for 
sections  of  the  Report  contributed  by  them. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
is  8,920,  an  annual  increase  of  110  as  compared  with  200 
in  the  previous  year. 

In  general  the  health  statistics  are  favourable  to 
the  Borough.  The  Birth  Rate  showed  another  slight  fall  to 
17.2  per  1,000  population,  but  it  is  higher  than  the  national 
and  county  averages.  The  Death  Rate  10.1  per  1,000  population 
compares  with  10.6  for  the  county,  and  11.7  for  the  country 
as  a  whole.  Two  infants  died  under  one  year  of  age ;  the 
infantile  mortality  averaging  15  such  deaths  per  1,000  live 
births,  as  compared  with  the  national  average  of  18.0. 
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Except  for  forty-six  cases  of  measles,  which  occurred 
in  the  middle  part  of  the  year,  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease  was  extremely  light  due  to  the  success 
of  campaigns  for  immunisation  and  vaccination.  The  level 
of  protection  needs  to  be  maintained  particularly  in  respect 
of  the  recently  introduced  vaccination  against  Measles, 


I  am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Mayor, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee, 
and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  valuable  support  and 
my  colleagues  for  their  help  and  co-operation  for  the  period 
I  have  held  office.

Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Industries 

Tewkesbury  attracts  many  visitors  because  of  its 
character,  the  historical  associations,  the  architectural 
features ,  and  the  Abbey. 

The  Borough  Council  have  augmented  the  amenities  of 
the  Town  by  providing  caravan  and  camping  sites,  and  tennis 
courts.  New  swimming  baths  have  been  completed,  comprising 
a  main  pool,  a  learners  pool  and  sauna  bath. 

Traditional  occupations  are  found  in  the  flourishing 
catering  trade,  and  in  the  floor  milling  and  boat  building 
industries.  Many  people  now  find  employment  in  light 
engineering  factories.  The  development  of  the  Council’s 
Industrial  Estate  at  Newtown  increases  opportunities  for 
employment  and  productivity. 

An  extension  of  the  M.5  Motorway  has  relieved  the  Town 
of  much  heavy  traffic.  Visitors  and  residents  alike  can 
now  enjoy  the  shopping  and  other  amenities  of  the  town  with¬ 
out  the  incessant  noise  and  fumes  which  previously  caused 
so much  nuisance. 


Mr.  W.A.  Reeves,  Manager  of  the  local  Employment  Exchange, 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report :- 
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At  the  beginning  of  January,  1970,  the  number  of 
people  registered  as  unemployed  was  141  •  This  figure 
fell  gradually  and  steadily,  month  by  month,  to  the 
lowest  point  of  104  in  Juno,  but  from  then  onwards 
there  was  a  continuing  upward  trend  and  the  December 
figure  was  130.  That  figure  represented  a  percentage 
rate  of  2.4$  of  the  insured  population,  slightly  better 
then  the  national  figure  of  2.6$. 

Although  there  was  a  shortage  of  notified  vacancies, 
opportunities  of  employment  were  found  for  352  men  and 
women  during  the  year.  The  bulk  of  the  notified  vacancies 
were  for  the  more  skilled  workers,  and  therefore  openings 
for  semi-skilled  and  unskilled  people  were  more  difficult 
to  find*  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  situation 
for  young  people  was  even  more  difficult.  There  was  a 
disappointing  decrease  in  the  opportunities  notified  to 
the  employment  exchange;  however,  52  young  persons  were 
placed  into  work,  only  9  fewer  than  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  61  adults  and  6  young  people 
were  found  work  outside  the  area  of  Tewkesbury,  practically 
all  of  these  being  within  daily  travelling  distance. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  BOROUGH 


Laboratory  Services 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  and  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  water 
is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Gloucester 
Royal  Hospital,  There  is  no  charge  for  this  work. 

Chemical  analyses  of  water  and  sewage  samples  taken 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  are  carried  out  by  the  City 
Analyst,  Worcester.  This  laboratory  is  readily  accessible. 

Water  analyses  for  the  North  West  Gloucestershire 
Water  Board  works  are  carried  out  by  the  Chemist  to  the 
Board. 


Hospitals 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  Gloucester 
City  Isolation  Hospital  at  Over  (Gloucester,  Stroud  and 
Forest  Hospital  Management  Committee). 


Ambulance  Fac.ilities 

The  County  Council  have  an  Ambulance  Station  in 
Oldbury  Road  with  an  establishment  of  four  full-time 
drivers . 


Horsing  in  the  Home 

Four  district  Nurses  appointed  by  the  County  Health 
Committee  give  a  midwifery  and  general  nursing  service  in 
the  Borough  and  in  the  neighbouring  parishes  of  Ashchurch, 
Tredington  and  Twyning. 


Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Area  Health 
Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council;  and  is  provided  where 
the  need  for  domestic  help  is  supported  by  the  family  doctor.

Under  these  Acts,  the  Council  have  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  arrange,  if  need  be?  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or 
to  residential  hostel,  of  any  person  who  is  aged,  sick  and  incapacitated, 
is  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  is  unahle  to  care  for  himself  and  is 
not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention  from  other  people 0 

No  application  was  made  to  the  Court  during  the  year,  the  Home  Help 
Service  being  able  to  render  sufficient  assistance  where  necessary  to 
enable  elderly  people,  especially  those  living  alone,  to  carry  on  in 
their  own  homes „ 


Mothers  *  Club 

A  Mothers’  Club  open  to  all  mothers  whose  children  are  not  over 
school  age  meets  each  month  at  the  Clinic,  Church  Street,,  The  Club  is 
popular  and  successful. 

Tewkesbury  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 

This  Committee  has  now  settled  in  new  premises,  the  Elizabeth  Wyatt 
House,  Barton  Road.  The  Golden  Hour  Club  meet  every  other  Wednesday  from 
2,30-5-. p.nu ,  with  a  membership  of  about  150  which  is  increasing  rapidly. 
The  alternate  Wednesday  afternoon  is  run  as  a  social  afternoon,,  Coffee 
is  served  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings  from  10  a»m,  to  12  noon,  tea 
in  the  afternoon,  also  certain  foods  are  available  during  these  afternoon 
sessions o 

Wheelchairs  are  available  at  25p  per  week  for  non-members  and  5p  per 
week  for  members 0  A  sales  table  at  the  Club  meeting,  raffles,  and  an 
annual  sale  of  work  are  valuable  sources  of  revenue « 

Entertainment  is  provided  on  alternate  Wednesdays’,  arranged  by  the 
President. 

Chiropody  is  now  carried  out  at  the  home  of  the  Chiropodist  in 
Church  Street,  through  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  Scheme. 

Health  Education 

Talks  and  film  shows  were  given  to  local  organisations  on  various 
subjects  and  to  llyoar  olds  in  schools  on  the  health  hazards  of  smoking. 
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Chiropody  Service 


The  chiropody  service  is  operated  under  the  Gloucester™ 
shire  County  Council  National  Health  Scheme  at  a  cost  of  Js, 
per  treatment.  Sessions  are  held  at  the  Golden  Hour  Club 
Headquarters . 

Transport  for  physically  handicapped  persons  in  the 
Borough  to  attend  for  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Ambulance 
Service  or  by  the  Tewkesbury  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 

The  Chiropodist  devotes  three  or  four  sessions  per  28 
days  to  work  in  Tewkesbury  and  domiciliary  visits  are  arranged 
as  necessary. 


Three  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  County  Council 
for  Tewkesbury  and  the  neighbouring  parishes.  They  operate 
from  the  Clinic  in  Church  Street.  Their  main  functions  are 
to  co-operate  with  the  doctors  practising  in  the  area  -  for 
the  prevention  of  disease  and  to  provide  health  education  by 
example  in  the  home  and  at  the  Clinic,  for  families  under  their 


Tamil y  Social  Worker 


The  County  Council  Children's  Department  employ  a 
family  social  worker  in  the  Borough  and  adjacent  districts, 
giving  advice,  encouragement  and  where  necessary,  practical 
demonstrations  in  the  home. 


Families  at  Risk 


A  "Prevention  of  Homelessness"  Scheme  has  been  agreed 
between  the  County  Council  and  the  Borough  Council.  The  Council 
may  refer  families  for  inclusion  in  this  scheme  when  the  rent 
arrears  amount  to  £10  or  four  weeks  rent.  In  cases  so  referred 
the  County  Council  agrees  to  guarantee  85/£  of  the  arrears  and 
supervision  of  the  family  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council 
Social  Welfare  Officer. 

If  a  family  are  in  danger  of  loosing  their  home,  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  calls  a  meeting  of 
representatives  of  social  agencies  concerned,  in  order  that  the 
circumstances  may  be  discussed  and  a  co-ordinated  effort  made  to 
help  the  family.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Hater  is  supplied  in  the  Borough  by  the  North  Rest 
Gloucestershire  Hater  Board.  The  supply  is  derived  from 
the  River  Severn  and  receives  treatment  by  pre-chlorination, 
coagulation  of  the  suspended  solids  by  sulphate  of  alumina, 
sedimentation  in  upward-flow  tanks,  rapid  gravity  filtration 
through  sand,  pH  correction  with  lime  and  final  sterilisation 
with  chlorine  and/or  ammonia.  There  is  no  plumb o-solvent 
action.

The  Borough’s  water  supply  is  ex  the  North  West  Gloucester¬ 
shire  Hater  Board’s  works  which  lie  within  the  Borough  at  the 
Mythe.  There  the  polluted  River  Severn  is  treated  by  the  most 
modern  processes  to  yield  a  pure  and  X'/holesome  water,  the  demand 
for  which  continues  to  increase. 
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Chemical  and  bacteriological  control  of  the  Borough’s 
water  supply  is  maintained  from  the  North  West  Gloucestershire 
Water  Board’s  Laboratories  within  the  Borough  and,  during 
1970,  the  number  of  bacterial  examination  made  was  as  follows

Random  bacteriological  sampling  is  undertaken  by  the 
Laboratories  at  the  consumers*  taps  and  22  such  samples, 
examined  during  1970,  were  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 


Similar  sampling  is  undertaken  to  cover  the  chemical 
and  physical  condition  of  the  supply,.  Condition  was  approved. 
The  normal  range  of  the  water  is  from  moderately  soft  during 
the  winter  months  to  moderately  hard  during  the  summer. 
Fluoride  content  of  the  supply  generally  does  not  exceed 
0.30  mg/l . 


New  plant  which  was  commissioned  at  the  Board’s  works 
was  successful  in  reducing  very  considerably  the  nuisance 
of  discolouration  during  the  summer  months. 


Radioactive  Contamination  of  Rainfall 
and  Water  Supply 


Level  of  radioactive  contamination  of  the  water  supply 
has  continued  to  be  very  low.  Contamination  of  the  rainfall 
was  slightly  increased  by  French  and  Chinese  explosions  during 


1970. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOROUGH  SURVEYOR 
(F.  Broxton,  Esq.,  C.  Eng.,  F.I.Mun.E. ,  A.R.I.C.S.) 
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Sewers  and  Sewerage 


The  contract  for  Phase  1  for  the  modernisation  of  the  sewers 
and  sewage  works  was  commenced  in  July  and  good  progress  is  being 
made.  This  includes  a  new  link  sewer  in  Gander  Lane  with  a  syphon 
under  the  River  Swilgate,  a  new  surface  water  drain  from  Holy 
Trinity  Church  to  discharge  into  the  River  Avon  by  King  John’s 
Cottage,  a  new  water  service  to  the  main  itforks  and  overhauling 
the  pumps  at  the  main  pumping  station.  In  June  it  was  agreed 
to  go  out  to  tender  for  Phase  11  which  is  to  extend  the  works 
to  deal  with  a  population  of  approximately  15,000.  It  is  hoped 
this  work  will  commence  early  in  1971. 

As  the  Cheltenham  Rural  District  Council  were  providing  a 
sewerage  scheme  for  Stoke  Orchard  it  was  decided  to  ask  them  to 
connect  Tredington  Hospital  to  the  system.  The  small  works  at 
this  place  were  old  and  in  a  very  poor  state  of  repair. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  pumps  at  Walton  Cardiff 
were  taken  out  and  sent  to  the  manufacturers  for  a  complete  over¬ 
haul. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Tipping  was  continued  at  the  Moats  until  the  31st  May  when 
no  more  space  was  available,  and  we  then  took  all  refuse  to  Stoke 
Orchard  to  the  tip  provided  by  Cheltenham  Borough  for  use  by  the 
four  authorities,  Cheltenham  Borough,  Cheltenham  Rural,  Charlton 
Kings  and  ourselves.  The  new  refuse  vehicle,  a  fifty  cubic  yard 
compress load  made  by  Hangar  Engineering  Co.  was  delivered  in  April. 
The  old  vehicle  has  been  retained  because  of  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  premises,  and  therefore  the  extra  quantity  of  refuse  to 
be  collected  made  it  impossible  for  one  vehicle  and  crew  to  cope 
with  it. 


Street  Cleansing 

Practically  all  the  sweeping  is  done  by  the  mechanical 
sweeper  and  one  man  who  looks  after  the  alleys  and  places  where 
the  machine  cannot  go.  In  addition  to  sweeping  all  the  streets 
in  the  borough  we  are  able  to  hire  the  machine  to  the  Gloucester 
shire  and  Worcestershire  County  Councils. 
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Public  Conveniences 


During  the  year  the  walls  of  the  mens  toilets  in  Tolsey 
Lane  were  tiled.  Vandalism  has  occurred  from  time  to  time  in 
all  the  four  public  conveniences.  Owing  to  development  due 
to  bo  carried  out  on  the  Oldbury  Road  site,  which  will  mean  the 
demolition  of  the  Station  Street  toilets,  the  developers  have 
undertaken  to  provide  a  temporary  building  to  provide  the  same 
accommodation  on  another  part  of  the  site.  When  the  whole 
scheme  is  completed  it  includes  a  toilet  block  which  will  be 
far  better  than  the  old  ones  were.  It  was  agreed  when  decimal 
currency  became  cumpulsory  that  the  penny-in~tho  slot  locks 
should  be  removed  and  no  charge  made.  A  new  toilet  in  the 
Gander  Lane  area  is  being  considered. 


The  new  swimming  pool  was  opened  on  the  12th  August. 

This  contains  two  pools,  one  for  children  measuring  12.0 
metres  by  7.0  metres  with  a  water  depth  of  0.75  metres  to 
1  metre,  with  a  water  capacity  of  16,200  gallons,  and  the 
large  pool  25  »0  metres  by  12.5  metres  with  a  depth  range  of 
1.0  metre  to  2.0  metres  and  a  capacity  of  110,750  gallons. 
There  are  no  diving  facilities  but  there  is  ground  available 
if  it  is  desired  to  add  these  later  on.  Once  this  was  opened 
the  attendance  at  the  small  childrens  pool  at  the  rear  of  the 
car  park  Gloucester  Road  dropped  to  such  a  low  figure  that  it 
was  decided  to  close  it  on  the  19th  August.  The  school

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  environmental 
health  section  of  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Borough  for  1970. 

The  normal  routine  work  of  the  Department  continued 
during  the  year,  and  the  usual  variety  of  problems  presented 
themselves  for  attention. 

The  emphasis  in  housing  matters  was  towards  more 
improvement  work.  The  increased  Improvement  Grants 
attracted  more  ambitious  schemes,  including  several 
houses  listed  as  being  of  architectural  or  historic 
interest.  With  other  grants  available  from  various 
sources  for  preserving  listed  buildings,  it  is  possible 
that  more  of  Tewkesbury *s  architectural  heritage  can  be 
preserved  for  future  generations  to  enjoy. 

The  improvement  of  older  houses  generally  helps 
to  reduce  the  demand  for  new  Council  housing,  but  the 
grants  are  not  yet  being  taken  up  in  sufficient  numbers 
by  landlords.  There  are  still  far  too  many  privately 
rented  houses  lacking  a  bath  and  the  other  standard 
amenities. 

Landlords  are  not  completely  to  blame  for  this 
situation,  as  there  are  tenants  who  are  reluctant  to 
pay  the  increased  rent  following  the  improvement  of 
their  houses. 
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During  the  year  most  public  houses  and  hotels  were 
inspected  with  a  view  to  obtaining  better  sanitary  conditions 
generally,  and  improved  means  of  escape  from  fire  in  the  case 
of  hotels.  The  co-operation  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Officers 
in  advising  on  this  matter  is  much  appreciated. 

Noise  control  presented  several  problems  during  the 
year,  including  traffic  noise  from  motor  cycles,  domestic 
noise,  and  noise  from  an  industrial  source.  These  problems 
are  perhaps  the  most  difficult  to  satisfactorily  resolve. 

The  person  responsible  for  creating  noise  very  rarely 
appreciates  that  he  is  in  fact  causing  discomfort,  stress 
and  annoyance  to  other  people.  The  increasing  number  of 
people  who  find  cause  for  complaint  in  the  different  sources 
of  noise  in  the  community  will,  no  doubt,  bring  greater 
pressure  for  more  legislative  control  of  this  problem  of  the 
70‘s. 


In  concluding  this  preface,  may  I  take  the  opportunity 
to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  the  consideration  given  to 
my  reports  during  the  year.  I  should  also  like  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Chief 
Officers,  and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation  generously  given.

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The  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  at  31st  December, 
1970,  showed  a  considerable  reduction  on  the  previous  year.  The 
greatest  demand  for  housing  accommodation  is  from  young  people  about 
to  be  married.  As  there  is  only  a  small  amount  of  privately  rented 
accommodation  in  Tewkesbury  available  to  this  group  of  people,  and 
due  to  the  considerable  reduction  in  private  building,  they  have  no 
other  prospect  of  obtaining  their  own  accommodation  except  through 
the  Council e 

In  order  to  give  more  young  people  the  opportunity  to  apply 
for  Council  housing,  the  Council’s  policy  for  admittance  to  the  housing 
list  was  amended.  The  previous  requirement  that  applicants  must  live 
or  work  in  the  Borough  was  amended  to  allow  couples  to  apply  for 
accommodation  who  had  married  within  the  previous  twelve  months,  and 
had  to  leave  the  Borough  area  to  get  accommodation.  If  approved  by 
the  Housing  Allocation  Sub-Committee  these  applicants  are  admitted 
to  the  waiting  list. 

89  applicants  were  rehoused  in  either  new  dwellings  or  relets 
during  the  year,  and  72  tenants  were  transferred  to  other  accom¬ 
modation  more  suited  to  the  needs  of  their  family.  9  mutual  exchanges 
were  also  allowed.  The  Council’s  industrial  nominee  scheme  continued 
to  operate,  and  5  tenancies  were  allocated  to  local  industry. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  management  has  never  been  too  restrictive, 
but  various  problems  seemed  to  assume  greater  significance  during  the 
year  and  it  was  necessary  to  amend  the  Tenancy  Regulations  to  provide 
some  control.  The  number  of  flats  has  increased  to  over  400  and  two 
problems  associated  with  this  increase;  the  keeping  of  dogs  and  the 
cleaning  of  communal  areas  caused  many  complaints.  It  was  finally 
decided  that  tenants  rehoused  in  flats  who  possessed  a  dog  should  be 
allowed  to  take  it  with  them,  but  all  tenants  in  flats  should  not 
be  allowed  to  obtain  a  new  dog.  The  responsibility  of  a  tenant  for 
cleaning  communal  areas  was  also  incorporated  in  revised  Tenancy 
Regulations. 

The  irimber  of  complaints  concerning  noise  from  vehicles  seemed 
to  increase  during  the  year  and  particularly  from  heavy  commercial 
vehicles  parked  overnight  on  Council  estates  and  starting  up  early  in 
the  mornings.  The  Council’s  proposals  to  provide  lorry  parks  did  not 
go  ahead  because  of  representations  from  residents  in  the  vicin'  ity 
of  proposed  parks.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  include  in  the  Tenancy 
Regulations  a  condition  that  overnight  parking  of  commercial  vehicles 
was  prohibited. 

A  Rent  Arrears  Sub-Committee  was  formed  during  the  year  to  give 
more  consideration  to  rent  arrears  cases  and  to  consider  the  opinions 
and  recommendations  of  the  Area  Welfare  Officer  who  agreed  to  attend 
meetings.

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Milk  Supplies 


The  Council’s  principal  powers  controlling  local  milk 
supplies  relate  to  the  conveyance  and  distribution  of  milk 
including  the  enforcement  of  preventive  measures  against 
the  spread  of  milkborne  diseases. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  the 
statutory  authority  controlling  milk  production  at  dairy  farms 
and  the  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  issue  of 
licences  for  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plants  and  to  dealers 
in  specially  designated  milk. 

The  County  Public  Health  Inspectorate  frequently  take 
samples  of  milk  in  the  Bcrough  which  is  submitted  for  testing 
to  check  efficiency  of  pasteurisation  or  sterilisation  procedures, 
and  its  condition  as  regards  bacterial  activity,  and  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacillus  and  brucella  abortus.

Promisos  Act  1963 


Promises  newly  registered  during  the  year  were  inspected 
and  revisits  wore  made  to  premises  at  which  contraventions 
had  been  found  on  previous  visits.  The  co-operation  of 
employers  is  usually  forthcoming  in  remedying  contraventions, 
except  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  adequate  heating  facilities 
in  shops.  Difficulty  was  experienced  in  several  instances 
in  persuading  employers  to  provide  heating  adequate  to  maintain 
the  minimum  temperature  of  60.8  F  after  the  first  hour,  and 
it  was  only  after  the  threat  of  prosecution  that  one  of  the 
premises  was  brought  up  to  the  standard  required.
